Drillers Press 
Hunt for Miner 


HAZLETON, Pa. (AP) — Res­ 
cuers moved on several fronts to­ 
day in intensified efforts to reach 
trapped miner Louis Bova. 54, as

Workers made preliminary prep­ 
arations for enlarging a 12-inch 
escape 
hole,

Wednesday into a chamber where

trapped. He has been without food 
since the coal mine caved in 16 
days ago. 
The 12-inch hole was plugged 
to prevent debris from falling into 
it and workers began pouring ce­ 
ment down it shortly before dawn. 
Another drilling probe, this one 
a 6Vi-inch type, hit a void at 331 
feet at 3:45 a. rn. The v o i d was 
about 12 inches deep. Drilling was 
stopped and the drill bit with­ 
drawn. A super sensitive micro­ 
phone was lowered into the hole 
twice but there was no response, 
officials said. 
Still 
a third probe, this one 
three 
inches, 
reached 217 feet 
when drilling was stopped tempo­ 
rarily for the microphone tests. 
H. 
Beecher Charmbury, state 
secretary of mines, said plans 
called for reaming the first 38 feet 
of the 12-inch hole to 30 inches. 
Steel casing will be inserted to 
the 38-foot level. Then the re­ 
m ainder of the hole will be en­ 
larged to 22 inches. 
Charmbury said the earliest this 
operation c o u d be 
completed 
would be midnight tonight. 
“There is a possibility” that a 
man will be sent down the 22-inch 
hole 
to search for Bova, said 
Charmbury. 
“It looks like a man will be 
sent down,” said Deputy Secre­ 
tary Gordon Smith. 
Officials would not say who the 
man 
might be but among the 
volunteers are David Fellin, 58, 
recuperating 
in 
Hazleton 
State 
Hospital since his rescue Tuesday 
from the cave in, and a brother of 
Bova. 
Fellin and Henry Throne, 28, 
who 
also 
was 
rescued, 
were 
trapped in the Aug. 13 cavein 
with Bova but he was separated 
from 
them 
by debris, and re ­ 
portedly injured. Bova was last 
heard from six days after the 
cave in when Fellin a n d Thorne 
reported talking to him. They be­ 
lieve he is alive.

About 35 Air Force planes — 
ranging from amphibian HU16 Al­ 
batrosses to T29 trainers — flew 
over the Atlantic during the night, 
their search lights playing over 
the water, igniting 
flares

object. Air Rescue Service head­ 
quarters in Orlando said the total 
might reach close to IOO planes 
during the day.

Giant Steam 


Engine Retired 


CLEVELAND 
(AP)—A 
steam 
locomotive 
that traveled 
nearly 
400,000 miles in three states be­ 
fore being retired will be donated 
by Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 
to the City of Newport News, Va., 
on Labor Day. 
The gift locomotive, C&O No. 
2756, was refurbished in the rail­ 
road’s shops in Huntington, W.Va. 
and towed to Newport News. The 
old steamer, one of the biggest 
and most powerful of a fading 
breed, will be placed on a con­ 
crete pedestal in Newport News’ 
Huntington Park. 
No. 2756 was built in 1947 by 
Lima Locomotive Works in Lima 
at a cost of nearly a quarter of 
a million dollars. The engine and 
tender weigh 863,780 pounds. The 
tender's capacity is 30 tons of coal 
and 21,000 gallons of water. 


Utah Rescue 
Effort Stalled 


Fresh Air Pumped 
Into Mine Shaft 


MOAB, Utah (AP)—Attempts to 
reach five reported survivors of 
a 
potash 
mine 
explosion 
were 
temporarily suspended 
today 
to 
Establish a fresh air pocket at 
the base of a 2,700 foot mine 
shaft. 
S t a t e Mine Commissioner cas 
per Nelson said work on the air 
base may take 24 hours, and dur­ 
ing that time rescuers would not 
go into the tunnels. 
Nelson’s announcement followed 
the 
finding 
of 
eight 
bodies 
Wednesday 
night, 
dimming 
the 
hope of tired, grimy rescue work­ 
ers, who had pushed their search 
since the explosion Tuesday after­ 
noon. One body was brought up 
today. 
The blast trapped 25 
men 
in 
Texas Gulf Sulphur Co.’s $35 mil­ 
lion potash mine. Two were res­ 
cued Wednesday in good condi­ 
tion. 
They said five of their compan­ 
ions were alive after the blast, 
barricaded behind debris about 2,- 
100 feet into one of two tunnels 
extending laterally and downward 
from the main shaft. 
Fate of the IO remaining miners 
was unknown. 
Nelson blamed carbon monox­ 
ide for the miners’ deaths. 
“We are not abandoning hope, ' 
Nelson said. 
“We have been unsuccessful in 
attempts to reach the five men 
believed to be alive behind a bar­ 
ricade. . . We plan to go back to 
our original plan of establishing 
a fresh air base at the bottom of 
the shaft from which we can work 
. . . We should have followed this 
procedure 24 hours ago,” he add­ 
ed. 
During the night, Nelson 
said 
rescue crews succeeded in restor­ 
ing the compressed air line lead­ 
ing to the five barricaded miners 
“ We’re guessing it (the air) is 
going back to the five,” he said. 
“ However, rescuers instructed to 
tap on the line have not received 
any answering sounds.” 
Frank Tippie, head 
of Texas 
Gulf’s potash division, said of the 
general 
rescue 
situation: 
“ It 
doesn’t look good when you find 
eight bodies.”

Judge Stays 


Execution of 


Big Judgment 


ATLANTA (AP) - A federal 
judge stayed execution of a $3.06 
million libel judgment for Wally 
Butts today pending motions for 
a new trial and a judgment for 
Curtis Publishing Co. 
U.S. District Judge Lewis R. 
Morgan issued the stay and in 
his order indicated the publishing 
firm would file its motion by Fri­ 
day. 
Attorneys for Curtis had not in­ 
dicated earlier what legal route 
they would pursue after a Federal 
Court jury awarded Butts the ver­ 
dict because of a Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post article which charged 
him with fixing a football game. 
One of the motions will ask a 
new trial and the other will seek 
a judgment from Morgan for Cur­ 
tis. 
The 53.06 million judgment for 
Butts was the second largest ever 
awarded in a libel action. 
Butts, former athletic director 
at Georgia, was charged by the 
Post with feeding information on 
his team to Coach Paul (Bear) 
Bryant of Alabama last fall. The 
Post 
said 
Butts 
and 
Bryant 
rigged the 1962 game which Ala­ 
bama won 35-0. 
Butts had sued for SIO million, 
asking $5 million general damages 
and $5 million punitive damages. 
The jury set general damages at 
$60,000 and punitive damages at 
$3 million, a record for that type 
of judgment.

The chem ical destruction of the 
tum or cells is based on the newer 
knowledge of the individual pecu­ 
liarities and behavior of these cells 
Dr. Zim m er and m any other sci­ 
entists proceed in orderly fash­ 
ion to try to uncover more and 
more of the m ystery of cellular 
structure in an effort to find the 
exact group of chem icals which 
may yet prove to be the answ er to 
the call in the wilderness for a 
cure of cancer. 


Allergy has been known to res­ 
cue m edicine from m any difficult 
situations. It is not unusual, for 
exam ple, to suggest an 
allergy 
may be responsible when the cau­ 
sative factor of <ui illness cannot 
be determ ined. Actually, m any an­ 
noying conditions have been trac 
ed to bizarre allergies. 
Now, additional 
scientific 
im ­ 
portance has been attributed to 
the all - pervasive culprit, allergy 
M arried couples whose lack of 
fertility has not been adequately 
explained m ay yet find there is an 
allergic basis to their problem . 
Studies at Wayne U niversity sug­ 
gest the possibility that the sperm 
of some m ales do not survive be­ 
cause of an allergic response to 
some fem ale secretions. 
These new allergic studies have 
opened avenues 
of investigation 
that may extend to the considera­ 
tion that some blood 
groupings 
may be a factor in infertility. 


Contrary to popular belief young 
children can and do develop ul 
cers of the stom ach and the duo- 
enum. 
The diagnosis o» these peptic ul­ 
cers is often difficult to m ake be­ 
cause the sym ptom s do not always 
follow a pattern. The vague term , 
“ bellyache” , is a commom com ­ 
plaint of children. Parents are not 
likely to take these generalized 
sym ptom s too seriously. 
In most instances, children who 
complain of such abdom inal dis­ 
com fort do not have ulcers. How­ 
ever, if sym ptom s of discomfort 
recur at frequent intervals with a 
definite pattern before or a f t e r 
m eals, the possibility of an ulcer 
should be considered. 
X-rays of the stom ach and duo­ 
denum of chilren are essential to 
the diagnosis. Som etim es even X- 
rays fail to reveal an existing ul­ 
cer. Therefore it is unwise and un 
fair to the child to dism iss these 
vague abdom inal pains as a child 
hood psychological ruse for not 
fulfilling his school and social ob 
ligations. 
Ulcers do occur in children. A1 
with adults, it is im portant to seek 
the possible psychological as well 
as the physical cause of tile con­ 
dition.

It does not stand 
for individual rights, if stands for 
national power. 
The continuity of our revolution 
ary tradition has been cut, and the 
terrible thing about it is that t 
school children who traipse through 
the UN 
B u i l d i n g 
in 
New 
York City are hardly aware of it 
as they watch Mr. Quaison - Sack- 
ey of Ghana, for exam ple, de­ 
nounce the white “ m aster race” 
of South Africa without mentioning 
the habits of his boss at home, 
D ictator N krum ah, w h o consid­ 
ers any political oppositom to the 
governing clique of Ghana to be a 
prison offense.

A m erican 
colonial 
clergym en that had been assem bl­ 
ed by his friend, the Reverend 
Stew art Robinson, 
who 
used

historical research. What was stri­ 
king a b o u t the old colonial ser 
mons was the way they had of re 
rurring to the “ party line” of the 
liberal revolution of the eighteen 
th century as it was f o r m u l a t ­ 
ed by the half * forgotten English 
philosopher, John Locke. Over and 
o v e r 
again, 
the clergyman of 
1776 drum m ed it into their eigh­ 
teenth century parishioners that 
the free man had a right, not m ere­ 
ly to national freedom but to “life. 
liberty and property.” It was a 
triad, a trinity, of rights, but it 
was also a unity; for liberty and 
property, so the clergym en were 
certain, were the m eans by which 
a free man might aspire to con­ 
trol the course of his life without 
begging for perm ission to exist. 
Listenng to G hana’s Quaison 
Saekey 
and others 
at the UN. 
as I do from tim e to tim e, I get 
no sense that they care for the 
Lockean rights as either a trinity 
or a unity. They w ant a “ right 
to life” for Africans as m em bers 
of a sovereign collective, a n a­ 
tion - tribe, which is legitim ate 
enough in term s of their own trad 
itions. But when it com es to indivi 
dual liberty, and indivdual pro 
perty, these things are not thought 
of 
as 
“u n a l i e n a b l e , ” in 
Thom as Jefferson’s phrase. They 
are considered as gifts to be dis 
posed of arbitrarily by governm ent 
And the wh i t e m an who is faced 
with the prospect of having his 
own liberty or property violated if 
he chooses to stay on in Africa 
under local rule is usually afraid to 
risk it. 
So we have the spectacle of Eng 
bsh ranchers in Kenya 
getting 
ready to pull up stakes and depart 
despite the fact th at Africa 
is 
the 
only home they 
have ever 
known. They have no tru st that old 
John Locke, with his t r i a d of 
rights, will m ean a thing to the 
new Kenya rulers of tom orrow 
In the Portuguese A frican territo r 
ies European ranchers have, in 
good John Lockean fashion, “ mix 
cd their labor” with natural re 
sources to create properties — and 
liberty — for them selves. They 
have done this, m oreover, without 
practicing apartheid, or segrega­ 


tion. How they are threatened with 
extinction by the terrorist, Holden 
Roberto. 
If the Revolution of 1776 had 
gone ahead in straight - line fash­ 
ion, with liberators paying full de 
ference to “ life, liberty and pro 
perty” as an indissoluble three -in- 
one, A m ericans might show more 
enthusiasm for the dem ands of the 
Africans. But freedom is not free­ 
dom when men, irrespective of the 
color of their skins, can’t look for 
ward to keeping and extracting 
nourishment and enjoym ent from 
what they have labored to create. 
I am perfectly sure the Africans 
are going to get their way, all the 
way from Cairo to the Cape. That

He said: 
“ It would be fatal for the nation 
to overlook the urgency of the 
moment and to underestim ate the 
determination of the Negro.” 
All but one of the speakers in 
this gigantic petition for “ redress

justice and the Negroes’ hope that 
Congress will help them get it. 
The exception was John Lewis, 
the militant head of the Student 
Non-violent Coordinating Commit 
tee.

DU QUOIN, 111. (A P )—Speedy 
Scot won the H am bletonian as ex­ 
pected, but it was unsung Florlis 
who m ade the p rem ier race for 
3-year-old trotters a historic one. 
The $115,549 H am bletonian was 
decided in three heats W ednesday, 
Florlis, winner of only one trot in 
eight starts this season, stunned 
the 23,000 fans in the stands by 
taking the first m ile by a head 
over Speedy Scot in 1:57 3-5.
